VANCOUVBU.  B.  C.  Nov.  16.— Wat- 
«on  Hnowden.  charged  In  court  toiiuy 
with  the  murder  of  Wllllmn  I'rciuhurt, 
a  vveaithy  liquor  dealer,  told  a  dramatic 
Btory  after  lifB  arrest  In  Nanaimo  to  a 
Vancouver  detective. 

According  to  the  iatter'fi  atatemunt  in 
tlif  court  today,  where  Snowden  waa 
committed  for  trial,  the  accused  dcBcrib- 
ed  one  of  the  wovinds  on  the  murdered 
man,  and  even  told  where  he  must  have 
been  ntiiiuIinK  *l  Ihe  time  he  was  ehot.

VANCOUVER,  B,  C.  Nov.  16.— Arifu- 
ment  In  the  case  of  the  aeixure  of  the 
American  nshlng  schooner  Bdrle  was 
heard  today  In  tlie  provincial  appeal 
court.  The  confiscation  of  tiie  vessel  for 
illegal  Ashing  l»Hd  been  ordered  by  the 
Admiralty  court,  and  the  owners,  tiie 
Chllopeck  Fish  Company,  of  Seattle,  ap- 
pealed. 

Counsel  for  the  defendants  argued 
that  there  was  no  evidence  that  the 
Kdrle  waa  fishing  within  the  three-mile 
limit.  The  captain  of  the  Rainbow  stat- 
efl  only  that  she  was  within  the  limit 
when  the  gun  ordering  her  to  surrender 
was  tired  at  I.IO  p.  m.  on  February  27, 
but  she  was  not  taken  into  custody 
until  she  waa  outside  the  limit.  lOven 
then  they  admitted  that  she  was  only 
350  yards  within  the  three-mile  limit 
when  sighted.

,  Fanning  and  Washington  islands  have  ^ 
been  purchased  for  1860.000  by  a  power-  I 
ful  Canadian  and  Hrltish  syndicate 
headed  by  C.  N.  Armstrong,  of  Montreal. 
A  representative  of  the  Montreal  con- 
cern was  a  passenger  on  the  steamer 
Zealandia  from  Victoria  to.  meet  Father 
Kmmanuel  Uougler,  who  was  awaiting 
his  arrival  at  Honolulu  when  the  R.  M. 
8.  Marama.  which  arrived  yesterday,  left 
that  port  on  November  8th.  Father 
Rougler  had  chartered  u  schooner  to 
take  the  agent  to  Inspect  the  Islands. 
Ai  rivals  by  the  Marama  stated  the  Im- 
|)reP8ion  prevailed  tliat  it  was  tiie  Inten- 
tion of  the  purchasers  to  establish  a 
cfallng  depot.  >ind  probably  arran(!e- 
ments  would  be  made  for  a  British  naval 
base  at  Fanning  island  In  view  of  the 
•-iirly  opening  of  the  Panama  canal. 

Interviewed  at  Honolulu  the  vendor. 
Rev.  Father  Rougler.  who  bought  the 
Islands  at  an  auction  sale  held  by  the 
Supreme  court  of  the  high  commissioner 
for  tlie  South  Pacific  at  Suva,  FIJI 
iNlands,  in  1907.  for  $136,000,  said:  "It 
might  he  the  ventral  station  of  that  sO'i^ 
lotiR-shadowed  'All-Red  line"  that  would 
ply  Id  the  Pacific  after  the  Panama 
Cnnal   will  be  opened. 

"The  fact  that  Fanning  la  already  the 
ctntral  station  of  the  British  Pacific 
cable  syndicate  adds  to  the  value  of  the 
islun<l.  and  In  the  minds  of  many  It  Is 
hiird  to  suy  who  is  to  be  the  most  com- 
plimented, the  vendor  or  the  purchaser — 
perhaps  both  of  them."

"If  there  was  only  one  stailAtt,  Hono- 
lulu. In  the  center  of  tii<-  Paciflo,  think 
or  what  would  happen  If  for  one  reason 
or  another  war,  plague,  strikes,  etc.. 
Bhoiiid  break  out.  If  that  statUm  was 
shut,  do  you  not  see  the  amount  of  busi- 
ness and  trade  paralysed  In  this  part  of 
the  Pacific? 

"Now,  do  you  not  realise  th*t  your 
port  is  and  always  will  be  a  difficult 
Ifort  on  account  of  your  many  reguls- 
tk^ns  concerning  aliens,  diseunes,  quar- 
antine and  customs?  Latin  and  all  yel- 
low races  will  certainly  find  It  to  their 
advantage  very  often  to  avoid  Honolulu 
and  to  call  at  a  'free'  port  like  Fanning.

•lulckly  for  an  efficient  fishery  patrol 
to  prevent  the  depletion  of  the  rich 
fishing  grounds  by  poaching  vessels 
from  L'nited  States  ports.  He  sug- 
gested that  a  fleet  of  small  gaqollne 
vessels  with  two  paVent  vessels,  tug- 
boats of  the  t.vpe  of  the  Wl  Ham  Jol- 
liffe  or  the  Lome,  be  provided  and 
the  coastline  patrolled  in  districts,  say 
of  60  miles  In  length  to  each  vetssei. 
the  patrol  craft  going  over  the  area 
In  which  they  work  (|rce  or  four  times 
a  day  and  reporting  to  the  vessel  en- 
gaged on  the  adjoining  area,  ^miiuriy 
as  the  Rrltlsh  coast  guards  meet  at  the 
extremes  of  their  territory. 

Captain  Logan  said  "It  is  surprising 
to  me  to  llnd  In  talking  to  different 
people  on  this  subject  how  scant  an 
•  Idea  they  have  ivf  the  extent  of  the 
llMhcrles  of  this  province,  nnd  of  their 
value.  Many  seem  to  think  that  we 
have  few  food  fishes,  and  that  the  In- 
dustry does  not  amount  to  a  great 
deal.  Very  fed  seem  to  realise  the 
value  of  our  fisheries.  They  are  far 
in  excess  of  those  of  Newfoundland, 
which  fumt»h  employment  to  so  many 
fishermen,  not  only  exceeding  the  lat- 
ter in  extent  but  also  in  quality  of 
the  fish.  The  fishermen  tm  the-  east- 
ern coast  flsh  mostly  for  c»od,  while 
here  there  Is  one  of  the  finest  assuct- 
ments  of  food  n»h  in  the  world. 

"Talso  a  catch  made  on  the  basis  of 
five  cents  per  pound — a  low  price — 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  catch  of  50,- 
000  pounds  Is  common.  In  fact  catches 
to  four  times  that  amount  have  been 
made  by  steamers,  the  gross  value  of 
a  fishing  eatoh  runs  from  2,500,  nnd 
a  fishing  catch  runs  from  $2,500,  and 
times  a'  year  the  owners  will  earn 
no  small  amount 

"Two  hundred  vessels  Is  a  low  esti- 
mate of  the  number  of  alien  fishing 
craft  which  come  Into  British  Coiiim- 
blK  -.vaters,  and  th6  niaJarStj-  >~z  these 
fioHch  on  the  British  Columbia  fishing 
grounds,  It  Is  easy  to  see,  therefore, 
that  many  miliion.i  of  dollars  worth 
of  fish  are  taken  each  year  from  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Ashing  griunds  by  these 
poacherifc  This  slate  of  affairs  wquhl 
not  be  allowed  to  continue  by  any 
other  country.  I  doubt  if  tliere  is  any 
other  t)Btlon  which  would  t  lerate  it. 
if  (he  situation  was  reversed  and 
Canadian  fishing  boats  were  poaching 
on  United  States  Ashing  grounds  do 
you  think  for  a  moment  the  depreda- 
tlon»  would  long  be  permitted  lo  re- 
main unchecked?

Yuan  Shi  Kal  said  he  intended  to 
form  a  cabinet  immediately  and  en- 
deavor to  carry  on  the  government  by 
gaining  the  support  of  as  many  prov- 
inces as  possible,  allowing  the  remain- 
der to  retain  their  independence  for 
the  time  being.  It  would  be  bis  en- 
d<>avor  also  gradually  to  win  hack 
their  allegiance  to  the  throne. 

Another  Important  development  In 
the  capita)  was  the  issuance  of  an 
edict  yesterday  ordering  Wal  Liang, 
formerly  viceroy  of  Manchuria,  to  as- 
sume commaad  at  Jetaol,  where  the 
summer  residence  of  the  emperor  is 
situated.  In  place  of  Pu  Ting,  the  Tar- 
tar general.  This  appointment  has  led 
to  the  belief  in  certain  quarters  that 
the  court  may  retire  to  Jehol,  leaving 
Yuan  Shi  Kal  as  chief  executive  until 
the  opportunity  arises  for  the  court  to 
resume    a    measure    of    authority. 

San  Pan  Chi,  the  viceroy  of  Shan- 
tung, has  been  elected  president  of 
the  republic  which  has  been  procUUm- 
ed  In  that  province.

ARREST  DUE  TO

SAN  FRANCISCO,  Nov.  IB.— -Devotion 
to  two  natural  chhdren.  whom  he  re- 
fused to  abandon  througn  years  of  ad- 
ventilre  In  various  parts  of  the  world, 
led  to  the  arrest  here  today  of  John  H. 
Swann,  wearer  of  the  Victoria  Cross,  be- 
lieved to  be  a  fugitive  wanted  by  the 
BillUh  gcver&ic&at  tor  murdat  commit- 
ted In  Bloomfontein,  South  Africa,  in 
Uecomber,  1901.  tiwann  Is  also  accused 
by  the  police  liere  of  having  killed  two 
men  In  Alaska  three  years  ajfo. 

Papers  found  in  swann's  possession 
show  that  John  R,  Swann  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  British  Royal  Marine  Artil- 
lery, enlisting  from  Kirkshlre,  iSiM>llnnd, 
and  that  after  repeated  mention  for 
bravery  in  the  dispatches  to  the  home 
government  he  was  awarded  the  Vic- 
toria Cross. 

A  police  ciroular,  printed, at  .Tuhanncs- 
burg.  also  found  among  SWann's  effects, 
gives  a  description  of  a  man  wanted  for 
murder,  and  offers  fl,000  for  his  arrest. 
The  description,  i|ceor<31ng  to  tlie  police, 
fits  Swunn  In  the  minutest  detail,  the 
mu«t  deflntte  marks  of  Identification  con- 
sisting of  tattoo  marks  on  various  parts 
of  the  body.  A  fuU-rigged  shl^.  describ- 
ed In  tletall  as  coverlnn  the  back  of  the 
right  hand,  did  not  appear,  the  hand 
showing  a  recently  ftnished  design  of 
the  Cnlon  Jeek.

yeara  president  of  the  Union  of  B.  C. 
Municipalities'  convention,  government 
by  commission'  has  several  advantages 
over  the  present  system  of  local  ad- 
ministration. Interviewed  at  tlie  Km- 
press  yesterday,  the  Mayor  of  Nanai- 
mo was  at  Arst  disinclined  to  express 
any  opinions  on  the  subjects  up  for 
discussion  at  thl-  year's  convention  of 
the  province's  municipal  legislators. 
Though  claiming  to  be  fully  alive  to 
Its  disadvantage.'!,  Mayor  Planta  claim- 
ed that,  generally  speaking,  the  com- 
mlftsion  form  of  administration  wen 
preferable  lo  that  by  council.  If  only 
for  the  fact  that  It  would  present  the 
liaiassing  of  competent  officials  by 
mayors  and  councillors  who  did  not 
possess  that  technical  knowledge  and 
experience  that  could  alone  justify  crit- 
icism. 

"At  present,"  he  said,  "our  councils 
arc  constituted  largely  of  men  Inex- 
I  crlenced  in  municipal  work  and  en- 
tirely deficient  lit  technical  knowledge. 
They,  nevertheless,  undertake  to  direct 
their  engineers  and  other  expert  otll- 
clals  in  work  they  are  not  themselves 
conversant  with.  As  a  consequence, 
there  Is  constant  waste  of  public  mon- 
ey. In  Nahaimo,  for  Instance,  I  am 
open  to  confess,  that  on  more  than  one 
occasion,  results  have  shown  that  our 
expenditure  has  not  always  been  Judi- 
cious. To  every  municipality,  cases 
will  recur  to  the  memory  where  money 
could  have  been  saved  and  better  worlc 
done  had  tlie  council  acted  on  the  ad- 
vice of  ofRclats,  instead  of  opposlpg  It. 
The  mayor  and  council  often  handicap 
the  engineer  and  other  men  In  charge 
of  public  work  by  Insisting  on  the 
work  being  done  in  a  manner  contrary 
t'l  that  whicli  a  practlcnl  man  would 
advise.  Further  confusion  Is  caused  by 
one  council  cancelling  work  which  the 
preceding  council  has  undertaken.'' 
OoTemmsat  by  Xxperts 

"I  believe  that  government  by  com- 
mlsstton  would  mean  government  by  ex- 
perts. At  present,  most  of  our  oouncit- 
lors  reallxe  they  are  handicapped  by 
lack  of  technical  knowledge.  I  think 
tliat  the  commission  form  of  municipal 
adtnlnlstratlon  would  attract  a  more  In- 
dependent and  better  qualified  type  of 
men,  who  would  be  specially  equipped 
for  their  responsibilities  and  work.  The 
pt'ople  would  el^ct  the  eommlssioner<i, 
w).(>  woUld  he  paid  goo^  •salaries  for 
their  services.  As  paid  officers,  they 
would  ho  liable  to  recall  by  the  people.

next  session  of  the  legislature  following 
the  result  of  the  seventli  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Union  now  In  session  In 
the  city.

and  active  Interest  In  British  Colum- 
bia and  the  sytnpatbetlc  concern  for 
all  the  special  reuulreinents  of  this 
province  displayed  by  Premier  Borden 
aim  each  of  his  colleaKues — as  well  aa 
their  very  mariced  desire  to  learn 
more,  when  added  knowledge  of  pre- 
valUncr  conditions  here  miiiht  reason- 
ably  be  expected  to  more  completely 
Jit  them  for  wise  deliberation  in  mat- 
tera  of  special  western  import. 
AslaUo  Qnsstlon. 

Notably  wag  this  demand  for  com- 
parative information  evidenced  in 
connection  with  the  live  question  of 
Asiatic  ImmlKratlon  and  its  necessary 
restriction,  the  French-Canadian  mem- 
bers of  the  cabinet  in  particular  press- 
ing voluntary  requests  for  fullest  par- 
ticulars of  British  t;olumbla'B  condi- 
tions and  entering  thoroughly  and 
sympathetically  into  this  question  with 
both  the  premier  and  the  attorney  gen- 
eral. In  this  matter  of  Asiatic  labor, 
British  Columbia's  unibassadors  left 
no  room  for  doubt  or  question  as  to 
course  advisable,  and  necessary  to  as- 
sure the  preservation  of  a  white  prov- 
ince on  the  Pacific  seaboard;  nor  does 
it  appear  that  it  will  bo  necessary  to 
further  press  the  provincial  conten- 
tions, as  Premier  Borden  and  his  min- 
isters are  now  very  fully  advised  aa 
to  conditions  on  this  coast  and  con- 
vinced that  public  opinion  is  unani- 
moi!5  in  support  "f  Premier  MoBrlde's^ 
fixe3  position. 

British  Columbia's  first  minister  did 
not  forget  to  emphasize  how  live  a 
question  this  Is  within  the  province, 
and  it  Is  regarded  as  most  probably 
that  early  representations  will  be  made 
to  the  colonial  ottlce  by  Premier  Bor- 
den'B  government  in  the  difpotion  uf 
securing  its  acquiescence  In  the  enact- 
ment by  Canada  of  restrictive  legisla- 
tion on  the  lines  suggested  by  Mr. 
Joseph  Chamberlain  some  years  ago, 
and  crjT^alliaed  In  what  Is  commonly 
known  as  the  Natal  act. 

Bound  up  with  this  question  Is  that 
of  British  Columbia's  Jurisdiction  to 
legislate  for  the  special  protection  of 
home  white  labor;  While  the  effect  in 
this  Dominion  of  the  recently  con- 
summated Anglo-Japaneae  treaty  must 
also  be  considered  In  the  determination 
of  this  deeply  significant  issue. 
Better  Teraw 
With  respect  to  the  outstanding 
question  of  better  terms  for  British 
Columbia  In  Its  financial  bargain  with 
the  Dominion  of  Canada.  Premier  Mc- 
Brlde,  after  presenting  the  provlrfclal 
case  on  broad  lines  to  Hon.  Mr.  Borden, 
left  with  the  national  leader  a  com- 
pt-ehenslvA  mr.morandum.  In  reality 
constituting  British  Columbia's  brief 
in   Its   conspicuous   essentials. 

Hon.  Mr.  Bnw«*>r  later  took  up  the 
salient  features  of  this  brief,  not  only 
with  Premier  Borden  but  also  with  the 
various  members  of  his  government. 
Action  is  not  to  be  expected  untU  the 
business  of  the  present  emergency 
session  has  been  disposed  of,  and  first 
consideration  must  then  be  given  to 
the  question  of  what  line  of  procedure 
holds  promise  of  best  results.  The  re- 
turned provincial  ministers  have  no 
doubt  whatever  as  to  British  Colum- 
bia's Just  claims  for  a  more  satisfac- 
tory arrangement  with  the  Dominion 
being  successfully  maintained,  the  full 
and  fair  consideration  of  these  claims 
having  already  been  promised  by  Hon. 
Mr.  Borden.  b«th  In  the  house  of  coip- 
mons  and  on  the  occasions  of  his  two 
visits  to  the  Pacific  coast 

The  procedure  favored  as  most  like- 
ly to  be  adopted— and  this  has  already 
been  referred  to  with  approval  by  Hon, 
Mr.  Borden— Is  the  appointment  of  a 
special  commission  of  Investigation, 
upon  which  It  has  been  tentatively 
suggested  that  the  Dominion  shall  be 
repreaented  by  one  appointee,  a  sec- 
ond commissioner  being  named  by  the 
province,  and  the  third  possibly  being 
nominated  by  the  colonial  office.  If 
due  authority  does  not  already  exist 
for  the  taking  of  such  action  as  may 
be  finally  determined  upon  by  the  Do- 
minion government.  It  Is  expected  that 
such  authority  will  be  obtained  from 
parliament  In  the  form  of  special  leg- 
islation during  the  present  session. 
Itallwar  Bslt  &Mias 
The  queetlon  of  the  re-purchase  by 
the  province  of  railway  belt  lands,  or 
a  transfer  of  their  administration  to 
the  province  in  the  Interests  of  unifor- 
mity and  economy,  Is  in  a  measure 
bound  up  with  the  broad  general  issue 
of  better  terms,  since  the  provincial 
expenditures  have  already  been  very 
heavy  in  the  construction  of  roads  and 
trails,  the  maintenance  of  law  and  or- 
der, awl  the  extension  of  educational 
and  other  facilities  of  advanced  civili- 
sation in  these  lands,  although  remain- 
ing under  federal  proprietorship.  Pen- 
ding a  final  adjustment  of  these  related 
matters  .a  temporary  arrangement  will 
probably  be  arrived  at,  providing  for 
interim  provincial  administration. 

At  the  request  of  Hon.  Mr.  Rogers. 
consideration  of  the  Imperative  re-ad- 
Justment  of  the  definitions  of  Indian 
reserves  has  been  deferred  until  the 
close  of  the  session,  the  minister 
promising  them  to  take  it  up  and  get 
down  as  soon  as  possible  to  a  b^ts  of 
action — which  in  this  matter  also  may 
take  the  form  of  an  expert  commission. 
The  Interested  minister  readily  concedes 
that  acres  upon  acres  of  valuable  lands 
In  this  province  are  now  being  held  in 
trust  for  extinct  tribes,  the  syatematlc 
settlement  and  development  of  the 
country  being  Inevitably  handicapped  in 
(his  connection,  and  the  necessity  for 
the  application  of  an  effective  remedy 
being  obvious.

In  this  manner 
the  entire  coast  line  would  be  systemu- 
tlcally,  and  we  believe  thoroughly  efflcl- 
enUy  patrolled.

It  to  the  attention  of  the  dopartment  of 
Marine   and    Fisheries.     To   all    Intents 
and  purposes  Canadlaita  have  not  as  yet 
commenced  to  enjoy  the  great  fishing  In- 
dustry of  the  Pacific  coast.    The  bulk  of 
the  craft  operating  in  British  Columbia 
watftra  belona    to   Americans.      The  fish 
when  taken  are     brought     to  American 
ports,  handled  there  and  sold  In  United 
States  markets   with  the   result   that   so 
much  wealth  Is  lost  to  this  country.  The 
fault   undoubtedly   lies  In   there   having 
been    no   efficient    flsliery   protection   ser^ 
vice   on    this   coast.

Any  one  who 
liaa  taken  the  trouble  to  visit  the  North 
Ward  park  and  witness  the  large  num- 
bet-  of  children,  who  every  afternoon 
after  achool  and  on  holidays  thronr  the 
park  as  a  play  ground  will  be  forced  to 
admit  that  of  all  the  agents  tending  to 
the  health  of  the  young,  no  better  can 
be  found.  In  every  city  on  the  contin- 
ent is  this  belief  in  adequate  open 
spaces  fur  the  children  finding  expres- 
sion, and  large  aums  are  being  Annually 
spent  in  securing  such.  Victoria  now 
has  the  opportunity  of  securing  play 
;;roundM  at  a  flgure  v.rhich  will  never  be 
lower,  but,  Instead,  will,  as  the  years 
pasa,  grow  increasingly  higher  In  price. 

To  parents  and  those  who  have  the 
well-being  of  children  at  heart  it  is 
hardly  necessary  to  touch  u(>on  the 
mural  aspect  of  the  case)  but  It  Is  anHll- 
tmportant  phase  of  the  iiuestlon.  The 
healthy  and  strong  clillil.  physically  and 
mrntally.  i«  an  anstit  for  whli^h  the  city 
cannot  spend  too  much.  The  experi- 
ment already  tried  in  the  case  of  the 
North  Ward  park,  wheie  adequate  api'ar- 
atus  for  games,  etc.,  have  been  InHta'Ued 
Is  the  very  best  illustration  of  the  need 
or  more  of  such  playgrounds.

All  of  the  larger 
cities  of  America  and  even  the  great 
cUy  of  Lumlou  aie  now,  at  enorpious 
ejipcnse,  buying  up  portions  of  their 
most  densely  Hltuat^'il  and  tOKlly  tHs- 
trlclH  In  orilcr  to  provide  i>|)rn  air 
spaces  for  the  bcneflt  of  th<lr  children. 
The  recent  reimrt  of'  the  London  School 
board  on  the  children's  i>lay  grounds 
and  open  air  schools  conclusively  shows 
thnt  this  is  a  mutlei'  uf  the  utmost 
intporlance    to   the    welfare   oT  any   city. 

Fifth:  The  location  and  surface  of 
the  area  in  unestlon  for  nark  Durooses 
are  Ideal.  Ikying  as  il  does  adjacent  to 
the  VrOturU  Attn  ttinl  to  two  of  the 
main  street  ear  lines  of  the  city  It  Is 
ad-miraibly  adapted  to  "crving  the  ends, 
not  only  of  Victoria  West,  hut  also  of 
many  other  parts  of  t!ie  city — Its  atl- 
vantagfS  in  thi-n  respect  comjiarlnK  fav- 
orahlv  with  those  of  Beacon  Hilt.  The 
surface  of  the  area  selected  from  the 
.ttandpolnt    of    both    beauty    and    utility 


Is   as    good    as   can    be   desired. 

Sixth:  The  park  can  now  be  bought 
from  th"  provincial  government  at  Its 
cost  price  to  the  government  and  it 
would  he  fln«ncl(i/lly  aibsolute  folly  not 
to  provide  for  its  purchase  at  the  pres- 
ent tl.'ue  when  It  can  be  secured  upon 
these  terms.  The  otuportunlty  will  never 
again    be    presented. 

Seventh:  The  acquisition  of  this 
park  will  go  very  far  to  preserve  the 
br>aiity  nnd  usefulness  of  the  Victoria 
Arm  as  a  pleasure  resort.  It  raunt  not 
be'  forgotten  that  the  shores  of  this 
beautiful  S'heet  of  water.  which  hav^ 
always  been  looked  upon  as  the  common 
play  ground  of  the  people  of  Victoria, 
are  ra;>ldl'y  being  su'lid!vld«'<l  and  ap- 
pronrlated  strictly  to  the  use  of  private 
parties. 

I  should  like  further  to  explain  the 
manner  in  w-hich  this  bylaw  comes  to 
be  placed  before -the  pctjpic  of  Victoria 
and  to  point  out  that  It  Is  not  posslible 
to  obtain  thi.x  property  without  paying 
for  it  and  that  the  refusal  to  provide 
for  its  purchase  may  imran  thai  the  op- 
portunlty    will   be   for  ever   lost. 

About  the  month  of  May  last  a  strong 
delegation  of  upwards  of  fifty  of  the 
most  prominent  cHlaens  of  the  western 
part  of  the  city,  accompanied  by  the 
mayor   and    a    number   of    the   a'd"rmen. 


waited  upon  t>he  premier  for  the  pur- 
pose of  pressing  upon  him  the  claims 
of  the  city  of  Vl<  toria  and  of  Victoria 
West  in  iKirtlcular  to  have  the  area  in 
question  set  apart  for  park  purposes 
and  to  liKiuIre  as  to  what  arrangements 
could  be  made  to  tliat  end.  I  had  the 
honor  of  acting  as  stwikesman  of  this 
delegation.  The  premier,  at  the  Inter- 
view, explaJned  that  when  the  original 
order-ln-councll  providing  for  a  deed  to 
the  city  of  thr  reveisionary  rights  of 
tha  provinoa  in  the  northern  portion  of 
the  reserve  was  pansed.  It  was  not  con- 
templulcd  that  such  ai'tlon  stiould  in- 
volve the  provincial  govei-nment  In  any 
out-ofipocket  expense.  At  that  ti>me  the 
Dunilniun  govornmrnt  was  the  power 
looked  to  for  removal  of  the  Songhees 
tribe  and  the  price  commonly  suggest- 
ed for  purchase  was  In  the  neighbor- 
hood of  twenty  thousand  dollars.  The 
suggestion  that  tlie  province  shouhl  buy 
out  these  IndlanH  at  a  cost  of  ai/proxi- 
mately  elg-ht  hundred  thousand  dollars 
was  never  drenimed  of.  This  luige  cost, 
the  premier  pointed  out.  comes  out  of 
the  common  funds  of  the  people  of  the 
whole  of  tlie  province  of  British  Co- 
lumbia: and.  as  the  representative  of 
tlip  people  tin  h  whoI«>,  the  jjovpi-nmeni 
could  not  fee!  Itself  Juslifled  In  uivlng 
away  llio  assets  of  tiie  province  to  the 
people  of  one  particular  locality. 

The  position  today  Is  that  the  pro- 
vincial government  has  lu  hand  not  only 
itH  own  reversionary  i-lghls  but  the 
possession  and  rights  of  the  Songliecs 
tribe  anil  of  the  Dominion  government, 
wiilcii  have  bt-en  purchaseil  at  a  huce 
price;  and  it  Is  a  very  different  matter 
lo  deed  I"  the  c4ty  of  Victoria  a  mere 
questlonaible  reversionary  right,  subject 
to  their  settling  with  tlw!  Indians  and 
with  the  Di>miuloh  govermment.  from 
giving  to  t'he  clly  the  complete  aiul 
iinlnruni/l>ered  ownership  of  the  propcrl.v 
at  the  e-xspensp  of  tlie  people  of  the 
province  as  a   whole.

The  two 
men.  hearing  the  Dcreants  of  the  women 
and  children  as  they  were  butchered, 
rushed  out  of  their  hut.  only  to  b« 
speared  by  the  Karuamans,  and  the 
massacre  was  continued  until  the  whole 
village  was  a  shumbles.  The  Karuama 
Itravea  then  left  with  their  loot,  eating 
as  many  ot  the  dead  aa^  aufflced  to 
gorge   them. 

Great  uilticulty  w-aa  experienced  by 
the  resident  magistrate  and  his  armed 
native  constaublary  In  securing  the  of- 
fenders and  placing  them  under  arrest, 
owing  to  I  he  dlfflcu'ty  of  scouring  the 
irountaln  f.i^tnessea  in  which  tlie  Kar» 
urma   tribe   hide   thernaelves.

Wu  Ting  Fantr.  secretary  of  foreign 
afTiilra  In  the  provincial  government  of 
Shanghai,  and  other  noted  reformers 
have  sent  a  telegram  to  the  American 
charge    d'affaires    here    asking    the    good 


offices  of  the  ITnlted  States  in  connection 
with  the  delivery  of  a  demand  for  abdi- 
cation. The  telegram,  dated  November 
11,  reads: 

"Kindly  deliver  personally  the  follow- 
ing to  his  httrhness,  the  resent.  Inform- 
ing him  that  further  conflicts  between 
the  Imperialists  and  the  people  will 
oouae  needless  bloodshed.  If  his  mit_- 
joflty  nbdicatct.  we  ahall  endeavor  to 
afford  safety  to  the  court  and  protection 
to  their  property. 

•'  "To  the  regent:  Tour  manlfsto 
ucknowledylng  guilt  has  been  published.' 
but  the  intirder  of  the  people  continues 
more  \vldenproad  than  ever,  which  is  con- 
trary to  the  mind  of  the  nation  as  one. 
Opinions*  of  Intelligent  fciclgners  agree 
that  the  constitutional  government,  In- 
uuRUiated  by  the  sovereign,  is  not  suit- 
ablf!  for  the  present  day  China.

Chang  Chi  En.  former  adviser  to 
the  board  of  commerce,  and  Wen-Tsun- 
llao,  former  assistant  imperial  resident 
at  b'llassa  and  now  assistant  foreign 
secretary. 

The  legations  made  no  acknowledg- 
ment of  the  rniclpt  of  the  telegram,  and 
did  not  deliver  it  to  the  cegent.  but  un- 
oiflrlaily  permitted  Yuan  Shi  Kal  to 
perilSK  It. 

Advices  from  L«nchau  say  that  a  tele- 
gram has  bee:,  received  from  the  rebel 
binder.  General  L,l  Yuen  Ileng,  In  re- 
sponse to  a  message  from  General  Chang 
Sal  Tscn,  commander  Of  the  Uanchau 
titottps,  requesting  a  cessation  of  hos- 
tilities and  outlining  proposals  for  a 
nionurchial  constitution.  General  Li 
•nays  the  terrible  condition  prevailing  Is 
due  to  the  corrupt  government,  which 
there  Is  no  hope  of  reforming.  He  ask- 
ed what  guarantee  there  Is  that  the  pro-

Oovemor  Harmon   Sees  Danger   of   Fan-

KANSAS  CITY.  Nov.  15.— A  plea  for 
Improvement  In  spirit  and  methods  in 
conducting  public  business  by  the  gov- 
ernment was  made  by  tlov.  .ludson  Har- 
mon, of  Ohio,  in  an  address  before  the 
trans-MlsslEslppi  congress  tonight.  "It 
is  said  wc  have  too  much  politics  in  our 
business,"  he  said.  "We  certainly  have 
generally  too  little  business  in  our  i>oIl- 
tica.  It  is  a  serious  reflection  on  the 
institutions  of  which  we  are  so  proud 
that  Uic  matty  aifl  v<>rtb'  --ivfi^i  r.rt«;.is 
unileiiaken  by  public  agencIeK  should  be 
tarried  on  In  such  loose,  slipshod  and 
Ineflflclent  fashion  that,  with  honorable 
txceptlons  here  and  there,  which  siiowr 
the  possibilllles  of  Improvement,  what 
Is  due  by  the  government  tiikes  longer, 
<K>sts  more,  and  Is  worth  less  than  the 
same  thing  in  private  huntls. 

"Our  government  connot  fulfil  our 
Jnst, expectations  until  it  shall  faithful- 
ly represent  economy,  thrift,  attention 
to  detail  and  tldellly  to  honest  purposes 
in  occompllsliment,  for  which  tlic  Am- 
erican people  are  distinguished.  And 
nobody  can  do  more  to  bring  this  uMout 
than  citlr.cns  upon  whose  earnings  anti 
resources  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
government  chiefly  falls." 

Referrlni;  to  the  waterways  of  Hie 
west.  Gov.   Harmon  said: 

"The  Panama  canal  has  given  adtled 
importance  to  your  western  waterways. 
Also  to  cttrrlage  on  the  high  b<  as.  In 
which  the  west  is  peculiaily  Interestrd. 
These  must  be  looked  after,  or  we  shall 
be  maintaining  a  costly  c&na\  for  the 
benefit  of  other  nations. 

"We  shall  not  get  our  share  of  the 
world's  commerce  while  we  have  to  de- 
pend on  rorrign  curriers,  vbo  are  natur- 
ally interested  most  in  the  t>ade  of  their 
own  countries,  and  whose  discrimin- 
ations wc  cannot  prevent. 

"We  rcnuire  no  subsidies.  These 
could  rot  be  folrly  distrlbtited  any  more 
than  other  spatial  favors  can,  All  that 
Id  needed  Is  tcftflve  American  onlermlse 
a  fair  change  by  changing  otir  antiquat- 
ed navigation  laws,  which,  have  driven 
our  irommcrce  from  the  sens."

The  steamer  Marama  brought  details 
oi  the  wreck  triih  loss  of  fsflcrtt  liv*s 
Of  the  Australian  coasting  steamer  Mac- 
leay  of  the  Northern  Coast  Steamship 
company,  close  to  the  scene  of  the  re- 
cent wreck  of  the  company's  steamer 
RoseUale.  which  went  dbwn  all  hands. 
Two  survivors  were  rescued  after  being 
in  the  water  for  tliirteen  hours.  C. 
Petersen,  a  seaman,  who  was  at  tlie 
wheel,  and  Wm.  Swanncy,  seaman,  the 
survivor.i.  told  a  vivid  story.  Petersen 
said  the  wreck  was  due  to  a  fatal  blun- 
der on  the  part  of  the  flrst  mate.  Peter- 
son was  at  the  wheel  .and  states  that 
Captain  Keith  had  set  the  course  north- 
east. The  flrst  mate  altered  it  three  ] 
I>oint.<i  north   by   east.  I 

"When  the  captain  came  on  deck,"  | 
said  Petersen,  "his  first  words  to  the 
mate  were:  "Oh,  you  murderer."  Then 
he  said:  'Why  did  you  alter  the  course?" 
We  tried  to  lower  a  boat,  but  the  lan- 
yard carried  away,  and  they  both 
Jammed.  1  jumped  for  the.  lifeboat 
deck,  and  as  I  did  so  I  noticed  the  cap- 
tain on  the  bridge  holding  up  a  life- 
belt, but  that  was  the  last  I  saw  o!  him, 
and  I  think  he  must  have  sunk  with 
the  steamer,  as  he  had  a  stiff  knee  and 
would  not  be  able  to  flght  against  the 
suction.  When  we  struck  there  was  a 
crash  and  succession  of  bumps.  I  hoard 
the  steel  plates  rip  and  tear  apart.  The 
men  rushed  up  from  the  forecastle  clad 
only  In  their  night  attire.  1  threw  the 
wheel  over  hard  a-port,  but  she  Just  an- 
swered to  the  helm.  As  she  slid  off  the 
rocks  her  bow  swung  out  towards  the 
open  sea.  She  keeled  over  to  tlie  port 
side,  and  I  knew  then  her  port  bilge 
must  have  been  torn  completely.  The 
Bttamer  drifted  slowly  out  towards  the 
open  for  a  short  distance,  and.  then  sud- 
denly sank  ont  of  night. 

"There    waa    an     awful      hissing     of 
steam  and  rushing  of  water  In  my  ears,  j 
X  remember  noticing  that  the  sea  looked  | 
AS    if    fiO    huge    whales    were    spouting  i 
water  in  the  air.     This,  of  course,     was  I 
coming   from    the  engines   and   furnaces.   . 
The  suction  drew  me  down,  but  when  1 
rose  to  the  surface  I  grabbed  at  an  oar  i 
and   clung    on.      I    afterwards    got    hold  \ 
of  a  hatch  and  a  hurdle,  but  the  hurdle 
broke  away    from    me.

He  said  that 
Hwltserland  la  spending  at  preaent  t~6.000,- 
000  nu>ie  than  a  few  years  ago  for  the  ae-  ' 
ceasltles  of  life,  but  Is  obtaining  less  food 
for  the  money,  owing  to  the  great  Increase 
In    the   price    of   foortstuffa. 

The  deputy  added  that  'he  rise  In  the 
custom  house  receipts  daring  the  laat  10 
yeara  has  been  "abnormal"  and  dispropor- 
tionate to  the  real  wealth  of  the  country, 
pnsstng  from  »«.200.00«  in  1890  to  nearly 
♦  lO.OOO.OOn    In    1900.    and    118.600.000    In    1910. 

The  salaries  of  munfelpal  employees  have 
been  raised  In  aeveral  towns  aa  well  aa 
thoae  of  the  Federal  railway  employees, 
while  the  jiendarmes  are  also  asking  for 
higher  wages  on  the  ground  of  the  In- 
creased   cost   of    living.

From  their  garrison  In  Til- 
sit they  were  In  the  habit  of  coming  to 
Bprlln,  where  they  spent  large  sums  of 
money  borrowed  on  bills  In  the  pleasure  re- 
sorts of  the  city.  Thousands  of  dollars 
were  squande^d  on  women.-  and  It  la  al- 
leged that  Schmidt  procured  a  costly  car- 
pet on  credit,  whioh  he  tmmedlalely  sold, 
devoting  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  to  rlotoua 
living  with  one  of  hla  female  frlenda  He 
borrowed  a  lot  of  money  on  the  atrength  of 
a  wealthy  aunt  "worth  millions,"  who  had 
no      actual        exlatence.  Bggers        signed 

Schmidt's  bill*,  and  Schmidt  signed  Bg- 
gers's.  After  hearing  part  of  the  evidence, 
the  court  decided  to  hear  the  remainder  In 
camera,  on  the  ground  that  to  give  the 
proceedings  publicity  would  be  calculated  to 
bring  the  army  Into  discredit.

dcKt  nnd  i-a.shler,  respectively,  of  the 
bank  In  which  Hopper,  had  been  as- 
sistant cashier  for  a  number  of  years, 
confronted  H«>pper  with  the  letter  re- 
ceived by  p:ihorn  and  accused  hi#i  of 
having    written    It.
